Interesting Item, from our Hpeel&l

The '"Glorious Fourth" 1ms been a
blessed day in Washington, there
and ovorywhere, and since tho can
non boomed and tho church belL
chimed national airs at daybreak,
tltera has been reasonable quiet in
this city. The small boy with the
toy pistol and the nuisance adult
with tho cannon firecracker havo
aliko hid away for tho day and
there is peace.

Holdinys aro perhaps les3 noisy
in Washington than elsewhere bo- -

cause they aro more common here,
especially so far as tho poor govern-

ment wage-earne- r is concerned.
What with the regular holidays, tho
Christmas week half-holida- his
thirty days annual leave, and his
sixty days sick leavo (of which he
generally takes some advantage)
the government, clerk could alFnrci

to ignore the liborty of tho Fourth.
.Cut he does not The passion for
holiday? bocomes a fierce flame.
Eiarytiino ho loads of tho critical
condition of any of the
particular Doputmcnt in which ho

is employe-!- , he bocomes solicitous.
If tha dies, bo it in Wash-
ington or Persia, tho Department
will be closed for tho daj'. So the
government clerk is charitably 111

clined to behove tint so Ions as a
man is mortal, and this particular
man is very old, and his work is

Ten Good Thing, to Know.

1. That salt will curdle new
milk, hence in preparing milk por-
ridge, gravies, etc.. the salt
should not bo added until the dish
is prepared.

2. That clear boiling watpr will
remove tea stains and many fruit
stilus. Pour the water through the
stain and thus prevent its spreading
over tho fabric.

3. That ripe tomutoos will re-

move ink and other stains from white
cloth, also from tho hands.

4. That a tablcspoonful of tur-

pentine boiled with white clotlnw
will aid the whitening process.

5 That boiled starch is much
improved by the addition of a little
sperm salt or gum arable dissolve J- -

G. That beeswax and salt will
make rusty flat irons as clean and
smooth as glass. Tie a lump of wax
in a rag and keop it for that purposP.
When the irons are hot, rub thorn
first with tho wax rag, then sco'ir
with a paper or cloth sprinkled with
salt.

7. That blue ointment mid
kerosene mixed in equal proportions
and applied to the bedsteads is nn
unfailing bedbug remedy, as a coat
of whitewash is for the wall of a log
house.

8- - That kerosono will soften
boots or shoos that have been harden-
ed by wator, and render them pliable

as now.

9. That kerosene will make fin
tea kettles as brigth as new. Saturate
a woolen rag and rub with it. It
will also remove stains from varnish-
ed furniture.

10. That cool rain water and
soda will remove madiine greuso
from vvashablo fabrics. The Sanit-

The San Francis:o Examiner of

of tho 7th has the following :

Charles L. Rickerson, a wealthy
member of the New York Chamber
of Commerce and Produce Exchange)
is in the city. Mr. Rickerson is in
terested with John 0. De La Verne
and Ellis Wainriirht, president of
tho Wainright Brewing Company,
St. Louis, in the great A--l ranch of
over 200,000 acres in the San Fran
cisco mountains, near the Grand
Canyon of tho Coloraao.

"Wo are now making two pre-

liminary surveys for a railroad to
that romantic region," said Mr.
Rickcixon to a Reporter yesterday.
"I have just arrived from there, and
as near as I could find out not 200
pooplo havo over seen the canyon in
uu us pans. j. navo tiecn all over
Europe and pretty much over this
country, and have never seen ary-thin- g

that begins to approach it
No. I am not interested in the salt
mitiP3, but the good land down there
and tho Grand Canyon are enough
to attract thousands of people Be-

sides these, lignite coal has been
found on tho Great Paintod Desert,
that is equal to the fine coal found

at Gallup, on the Atlantic & Pacific
road.

"Our surveying force, consisting
of fourteen men, aro now running a
line from Flasstaff, a distance of

about eighty miln3 to tho canyon.
When they get through with this,
will run a lino from the end of the
Utah Southern at Frisco, Utah,
down to th cat.yon. That distance
is about 110 miles. Both lines are
perfectly feasible, and insido of a
year or two I think there will bo

ono railroad at least to the Grand
Ctnyon.

"Prof. Rossiter "W. Raymond, tho
geological edit6r of the New York
Engineering and Mining Journal,
who is now in California, leaves in

a few day3, so I am told, for the
cauyon. Ho takes assistants with
him, and will mako several explora-

tions in the interests of geology."

Arizona' Fint Creamery.

Tho Phoenix creampry has passed
beyond tho experimental stage, and
Mr. J. P. Mofht has concluded to
enlarge. He has at present two
centrifugal separators, and manipul-
ates 180 gallons of milk. He uses
the Laval separator, a simple scien
tific machine, that effectually separ.
atos the cream from the milk, while
fresh, by a ratory motion, the
machine making 7,500 revolutions
per minute. By centrifugal force
tho heavy milk flics outward and
cream, being lighter, remains on tho
inside of this whirl and rises to the
top, flowing out in a yellow stream
a trifle h gherthan the blueish-whit- e

stream of skim milk. The tender of
milk by nnchors is greater than Mr.
Moffit can accept, and ho has order-
ed a which will
be run by a small engine. The cream
and butter aro kept in Mr. Lount's
ico-hou- in a clean, cool place. It
is tho intention to havo a cold stor-

age house sometime in tho future.
The facilitius of tho Salt River

valley for dairy purpose? can hardly
be excelled. Hay and fresh water
are abundant, and the temperature
can be regulated easily by cold stor-

age. Mr. MofTit should bo encour-

aged until his capacities are such
that he can accept all of the milk
ofTwed. It h a promising industry
for this community. The machine
can be seen in operation at Lount's
icehouse on any ev ening at sundown
